_ Permit me ta tender to you my sincere ‘congratola- 
tions, on fhè interesting recurrence, which has ence- 
more broughtas together in our xespective stations, at - 
the seal of government, where, I trustin divine provi- 
dence, you will be favored -with that portion of good 
health, which may be necessary to your cumfort, and

the full discharge of the high and important duties cou- 
fidedto your zeal and knowledge. 

Iam gratified in a yery particular manner in being 
able to announce, that the citizens of Fennessee do at 
presentenjoy the blessings of general health; to as 
great an extentas atany former period. Theevidences 
ofa kind and pervading influence, have been greatly 
multiplied and strongly marked ; and the regular and 
consistent progress of morality and religion, must be a . 
source of real pleasure to'every well regulated mind. 
General confidence in our political liberty is strength- 
ened by time and further experiment, whilst the spur- 
ees of rafional enjoyment, and domestic happiness 
pre averu mhara ex-anded wii increase 

For a continuation ofall these things, Ietus look in 
humble confidence to that superintending hand, which 
governs the destinies of men and nations. 

In the month of October, 1818, a treaty was conclu- 
ded between the United States, and the Chickasaw ña- 
tion of Indians, by the terms of which, it will appear, 
that the Chickasaws have ceded to the United States, 
their entire claim toall the lands lying within the lim- 
its of this state, with the exception of a reservation of 
four miles square, to include a salt spring upon Big 
Bandy ricer. <A copy of the treaty as ratified by the 
President and Senate of the United States, shall in due 
time be laid before you. 

This acquisition of territory is of the highest impor- 
tance, as well to the state of Tennessee, as to many 
worthy citizens of North Carolina who have nearly 
forty years ago, paid forlands granted to them in that 
section of country, under strong impleation then given, 
that possession would be secured soon after the grants 
were made ; and as the United States did by an act of 
Congress, passed on the 8d day of April, 1818, author- 
ize the state of Tennessee to appropriate those lands to 
the satisfaction of certain specified claims 3 it will now 
devolve on you as a duty of the first responsibility to 
make that appropriation in the best practicable nans 
ner. 


Whatever may be to mode deemed most expedient i 


and proper te be directed by you, I would recommend 
that reasonable time be given; to afford every necessa- ` 
ry facility, whereby, those living at the greatest dis, ~ * 
tance may if possible secure and identify their old granis 
before aay step be taker in the ‘location of. floating 

. warrants upon the vacant territory. ‘For, the vexation, 
strife, and litigation which have herétofore arisen ‘in 
the history of our country, from completing claims,” 

- will doubtless again recur, unless prevented by the 
operation of wise and eflicient regulations. That such 
regulations may with the greater certainty be adopted, 
Jet your discussions be patient,ample and dispassionate. - 


_ The great extent of general and individual interest, 
directly involved in this particular part of our policy, 
has so much fixed the public attention, and supported _ 
for s0 long a time, the anxieties of so considerable a 
portion of the population of this state, that a candid a-* - 
yowal of the opinions of every department of the gav- 
ernment, seems to be due to the people ; and with this 
view I would suggest for your consideration, the pro- 
priety of. providing by law, with‘as little delay as can 
be justified by the iapportance of the subject, for the 
erection of the ceded territory into land districts, and 
such other civil divisions as the exigencies of the coun- - 
try may require. Letthe whole vacant territory, or © 
so much of it as shall he thought necessary, be laid sub- - 
ject to the satisfaction of such land warrants as may be 
adjudged valid against North Carolina, in -conformity . 
With the provisions stipulated by the acts. of cession 
and compact ; and to the end, that the whole process 
may at some time be brought to a certain close, lét a 
definite period be fixed, beyond which, the‘business of 
location and survey upon land warrants of every- des- 
eviption shall cease 3 unless it skall be satisfactorily 
established, that there isnot vacant land. sufficient 
within the section of country set apart for that pur- 
pose, to meet alljust claims, This period might per- _ 
haps be very properly limited tothe first day of Octo~ 


x 
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ber, 1821, at which time the General Assembly will 

be in regular session. 

I have the further satisfaction of laying before you 
the copy ofa treaty, enteredinte at Washington city, 
on tbe 27th day of February jast, by the honorable 

„doim C, Caihoun, on the part of the United States, and 

~ the head men of the Cherokees onthe part ofthat na- 

tion. 

By the terms of this treaty, you will perceive that a 
large portion of the lands ceded by the Cherokees Hes 
within the limits of this state ; a map of which har 
keen furnished by Robert Houston, esq. commissioner 
on the part of the United States in running the lines 
called forin the treaty, and shall be laid before you 
for your information, together with copies of the cor- 
respondence between the honorable the Secretary of 
Warand myself during the time I was engaged in 
carrying into effect the treaty of 1817. ‘The lands thus 
acquired including what lies an the North side of the 
‘Tennessee river, comprise sufficient territory to form 
four counties ; the soil still remains subject to the use 
and occupation ofthe Cherokees, until the ist day of 
January next, and from the particular situation ofthase 
lands connected with the circumstances attending the 
disposal of the vacant soil acquired by the late Chicka- 
saw treaty, already referred to. I think it most advi- 
sable, that for the present, no steps be taken, towards 
any specific appropriation of the Cherokee country, 
deferring until the setting of the next stated general - 
assembly all legislation upon the subject, except so 
muchas may be found necessary in giving cfficacy te 
the civil and criminal laws of this state, within its lim- 
its; of which Ishall speak more fully in a subsequent . 
communication. 

In effecting these several arrangements as well with 
the Cherokee as with the Chickasaw Indians, which . 
have been so long and so anxiously looked for by us, 
the sincere and constant good will of those who admin- 
ister the general government has been very apparent 
in the.szeiiorm and liberal aid afforded by them, through * 
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every stage of the different transactions. The zeak- 
displayed by theagents appointed to treat with the: 
Chickasaws, has justified the expectations of those by 
whom they were employed ; and has secured to them, 
high and additional claims to the confidence and gratis - 
‘tude of their country. to, 
The benefits to be derived to the atate of Tennessee,- 
from the Cherokee treaty of 1817, depended so much” 
upon the success of ulterior measures, to be pursued by 
the meneral government, as to make ita matter of 
much concern, that every thing attempted for the exe- 
eution of that treaty,should meet the hearty- concur- 
ronce and suppert of every citizen of the state, whe 
weight be placed in a situation where he could act with 
effect. Under this persunsion, Ihave formore than | 
eighteen months been sedulously engaged in forward- 
ing every effort of the administration, which had for 
its object the removal of the Cherokees to ihe Arkan- 
saw river, upon the principle of an exchange ef cpun- 
tries. The deep rooted enmity of that nation towards 
the people of the western country, and particularly to- 
wards the citizens of Teynessec, manifestly points to 
the wisdom of that policy, which would place the 
Mississippi as a barrier against mutual recrimination, 
and bad neighborhood, Wow far my labars-have been * 
successful in seconding the views of government, may 
iu some degree, be seen from tha result, as far as the 
effect of my efforts can be counected. with itz. and how: 
far the terms obtained are to be made ‘useful’ to-this- 
state, must mainly depend upon the geod policy of 
measures yet to beadopted and pursued by us. Ino 
long life oflaborand active employment, more than 
thirty years of which have been devoted to the’ fajth- 
ful service of my couniry, E have ‘never been engaged 
in any one public duty from which 1 had reasan to’ ex- 
pect so much substaptiah good ard lasting advantage 
to my felow-citizens 3 and that it will prove ta be the 
most useful part of my public life, indulge Wie masti 
positive and honest convictions. aaa 
‘The pravisions which os heretofore been mans by: 
RAR- 
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Par, for the advaviage of euch persons as might be un- 
able to find any lands orginally granted to them, have 
it anpears been insufficient to cheek the inducement of 
frand and irregularity. [therefore earnestly fecon- 
mend a thorough-insestigation of thoee provisions in 
edl their bearings, that you may in future be the better 
enabled to protect the pablic against imposition, whilst 
vou are extending to bonest claimants, every assistance 
compatible with good faitly IL submit to you whether 
z just policy, could now exclude those holding granted 
Jands within the late Chickasaw purchase, which can- 
not be identified, from obtaining certificates of such 
Joss, provided application for relicf be made ina rea- 
sonable time s but the propriety or even expediency of 
extending a like indulgence to those whose claims may 
he north andeast of the congressional reservation in 
xot fo me apparent, as land warrants become more 
valuable, itis more and morcobvionsly seen, that much 
vigilance sLowld be usedin narrowing down the temp- 
tations, which cupidity and avarice might have to des- 
troy the evidences necessary to establish the local si- 
tuation of lands already granted, where the soil itself 
is less valuable than the warrant which covers it. 

By the provisions of an act passed at Knoxville on the 
fist day of October, 1817, on the subject of making. 
entries for ands to which the Indian title had been exe 
tinguished ; it was made the duty of the governor, af- 
ter having heen informed of the ratification of the trea~ 
ty by which the Indian title had been extinguished to 
issne a proplamation giving three months previoug 
notiec, of the time when the respective surveyor gen- 
erals offices would be opéned, for receiving locations 
and entries for lands within the ceded territory. Ne 
proclamation has been issued, and I presume it will be 
easily seen bya reference to theseventh article of the 
iveaty, which provides for running a part of the lines 
embracing the acquired territory, that no steps could 
be taken en the part of this state, until the stipulations 
af the teraty wera carried into efect. Under these 
impressions I published an address, a. copy of. which,

one, and not the least of which isto be foundin the 
constant failure and irregularity of the vetarn, made to 
the office of the adjutant general. 

To prove in pam, where substantial iojury has been 
sone tu the state from this cause; I will refer you te 


‘the report of our efficient force, as returned to the Doe- 


partment of War in 1818, amounting to 29,193 only, 
which is at least one third below the real strength of 
the state; npon thatestimate ha the head of the Ord- 
nance Pepariment, declared imour favor a dividend 
of 862 stand of arms, furnished by the United States, 
which are ready for delivery at , Pittsburg, when de- 
manded, In the next distributianof arms, still grea- 
ter injustice must inevitably be sustained, unless we 
should bemore fortunate in receiving veturns, than 
from present appearances we have a right to expect. 

I shall forbear to make further remark upon this

bers, are practically acquainted with the defects of 
the system, and believing that yay will all heartily 
emivibute your aid in.fac wark of. reform, Ib wit:

Notwithstanding some fruitless attempts have been 
made towards establishing a Penitentiary in this state, 
yet [think itmy duty to bring the subject before you, 
and with an earnest hope, that in your wisdem, and iu 
your love, for the principles and practice of humanity 
and justice, you will lend your aid in commencing a 
weoik which will do lasting henor to its founders.

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laws in all criminal cases, and when you revert-to the 
occurrences of those days, you discover that criminal. 
ronvictions were then much mare frequent than at 
the present periods this happens not because crimes 
are fess numerous now than formerly,-buat because the 
dispositions of men are more tempered to the spirit of 
sympathy and humanity, than in the early settlement of 
tae country. It would however, bea humiliating cata- 
logue, were I to present to you a list of those confined 
in prison even at this day, many of whom stand charg- 
ed with crimes of the highest nature; yet judging of fu- 
twre probabilities from past events, it is reasonable 
to expect but very few convictions. Ina lapse of near- 
ly four years, three cases only have eceurred where the 
sentence of death has been pronaunced; two of these 
were pardoned, the other was executed according te 
Jaw. Any uncommon solicitude, which I may seem 
to have on this subject, will, I trust, be ascribed to an 
honest zeal arising out of a full persuasion of the bene- 
fts which would result to society, from the operation 
of a scale of punishment which would act upon the 
vices of mankind, ina way more reconcilable to the 
measure of the offence, ` 

Should your honorable body, aftera full enquiry, 
become satisfied that gond policy requires an adoption 
of the proposedsystem, I would suggest the practica- 
bility of creating a fund for defraying the neeessary 
expenditures, by a loan from the state bank, fora part 
ov the whole amount of.stock held by the state in the 
Kank, This, by judicious management, would be suf- 
ficient to crect the first necessary buildings, which 
mient be enlarged and improved, in proportion as the 
good effects of the institution might be developed. The 
labour of the convicts themselves, hasin some of the 
sister states, been applied in forwarding and complet- 
ing their own buildings to a very useful extent, and the 
profits arising from their industry and skill in mechan- 
ism, has in almost every instance where thesystem bas 
been tested, been found more than sufficient to cover 
every contingent expense.

The subject of improving the- navi¥ation of onr 
rivers, opening our roads, keeping them in good re- 
pair, will, I apprehend occupy that portion of your ai= 
tention, to which, trom its close coufiexion with the 
best interests of the state,-itis peculiarly entitied.

Fram this report it appears that in the Ist 2d and 
Sd saryeyors distvicis there have been made $8,413 
entries an aggregate amount of 2,138,267 acres of 
Jand warrants have been applied. You will also re- 
ceive the joist reportefmajor Brown and the hon, 
Bobert Weakly, who have examined the offi. cs of the 
commissioner of West Tennessee, They ascertained 
that £,416,959 acresof warrants have been adjudged 
valid from which deducting the 2,138,2¢7 acres entered © 
in the different surveyors offices there appears to be a 
balance of 278,692 acres which havre been adjudged 
valid by the westren board and are still unappropria- 
ted by entry. 

You will also receive in pursuance of yonr resolution 
the aggregate amount of acres granted by the state of 
"Tennessee ag recorded in the department of state.— 
"Phe whole number of grants appears to be 18,276 in 
which 2,979,169 acres of warrants have been satisfied. 

l regret that it ig not within my power to give you 
the information asked for, in relation to the quantity 
of acres entered in the different surveyors offices on 
which grants have uot been issued. "The nearest ap- 
vevach thatcan be made to answer that enquiry will 
be fuundin comparing the quantity of acres entered 
with the quantity grauted, from the evidence here laid 
Lefore you. ; 

You farther ask meto exhibitthe probable qnantity 
of vacant jand lying north and east of the Congres- 
rional resersation, exclusive of the land south of the 
‘Tennessee, and north of Highwassce river. ‘To this I 
am not able ts give an answer which will be in any rea- 

sonable degree, conclusive to my own mind, buti 


would suppsse from the small quantity contained in 
each grant for the last 12 montis, that there Is very 
little fit for culttyation ii the district referred to. 

I farther do myselfthe hondér to forward to you all 
the information I could obtain, or have in my posses- 
sion as requested in your resolution of the 28th Sept. 
relative to the extent to which the northern boundary 
af this state, has been run by the comm issioners of 
the states of Virginia and North Carolina, and 
will obtain if possible the information asked for from 
{he executives of those states as early as practicable. 
I wil howeyer suggest for your censideration the 
propriety of permitting that subject to rest foy the 
present and until a proposition be made by the state 
of Kentucky at whose instance the correspondence re- 
lative to the a.ljustment of boundary was broken off. 
To shew the propriety of this measure I beg leave te 
refer you to what has come within my own knowledge 
as to the situation of the citizens of both states, who 
T immediately in the neighborhood of Walker's 
ine, 

They scem to be perfectly satisfied with that 
boundary and would be opposed to any alteration that 
would be made; at least such was the language of all 
with whom Iconversed whilst I was exploring the 
linc in the summer of 1817. ‘Chey further informed 
me that the civil officers and citizens, of the re- 
spective states were so perfectly acquainted with the 
line that no difficulty had ever occurred in the exe- 
cution ofthe law from that cause 3 and I hope it will 
always be remembered that there is no’ proper 
alternative left for the two states, if they consult the 
interest of their citizens, but to establish Walker's. 
line as far as the Eastern bank of the Tennessee ri- 
yer. 

I submit for your consideration the propriety of em- 

~ploying some mathamaticin of known skill who is not 
agitizen of this state to ascertain the latitude of 36 
degrees 30 minutes on the western bank of the Ten- 
heseee river, after obtaining thie information 


there could be no further cause of uncertainty ang 
apeculative conjecture. Ifthe line recently run by-th 
state of Kentucky between the rivers Tennessce and 
Mississippi should be inthe latitude called forby the 
charter ef this state it must and eughtin justice tg 
stand, but if the contrary should be the fact you will have 
the subject in sach'a situation as shall, enable tho 
state of Ténnessee to demand such:alteration on the 
part of Kentacky as will comport with strict justice 
to both states. You will also receive the following do- 
cuments in addition to those already referred to to wit;

to be leat, than if they formed a part of the jeurnals, 
where recourse carbs hat at the most remote period 
should any future occurrence rendered a review of the 
subject necessary——us land marxs have becu from the 
earliestagees of the world, one of the must fruitfal 
sources of litigation and strife. We cannot be 
tyciroumspect in gaarding the rights of posterity a- 
gainst every assault, respectfully sub.nitied.
